RICE 


SAN JOSE, CALIF., July 5, 1970— Jim 
Rice made it two in a row by winning the 
first of the Nationals to be held on the 
West Coast for this year, the AMA 20 
Lap National Half-Mile at San Jose. 
Mounted on a B,S.A,, he won this same 
race last year when he was a first 
year Expert. 

Rice clearly showed his superiority 
and was not to be denied this big win. 
From the third lap on, after passing fast 
qualifier Jimmy Odom, he took command 
of the lead. Rice seemed to be able to 
pull away from the rest of the field at 
will, and he was never in danger of 
losing the number one position, By the 
finish of the race he had a full straight- 
away lead over second place finisher 
Jimmy Odom, 

Some of the bigger names in bike rac- 
ing couldn't hack it on the narrow groove 
track, Harley's two big guns, National 
#1 Mert Lawwill and Mark Brelsford, 
did not finish high enough in their last 
chance in the Semi-Main to qualify for 
the Main. 

Brelsford had looked spectacular all 
day long as he was really backing 
through the turns, putting on a real dis- 
play of sliding. But, this style didn't 
particularly seem to suit the groove type 
of track at San Jose. Mert's engine went 
off key during the Semi, Ithadn't seemed 
too strong all day long as a matter of 
fact, Gary Nixon, twice AMA 71 plater, 
also didn't make it to the Main, 

In the first Expert heat race Jimmy 
Odom, riding a Triumph, was the winner, 
Frank Gillespie, from Mirinda, Cali- 
fornia fell in the second turn on thefirst 
lap. He was shaken up a bit, but after a 
few minutes rest he was up and around, 
Chuck Palmgren, formerly a Triumph 
rider, took second on a Yamaha 650, 
Tom Rockwood, the Ascot Flash, grabbed 
third to take the last transfer from this 
heat to the main, 

The second heat saw Dave Aldana pass 
Lloyd Hochins for the win. Dave Smith 
and Dallas Baker had quite a duel 
throughout the race for third with Smith 
finally taking it, Dick Mann didn't finish 
high enough in this heat to transfer to 
the main. Also, last week's winner of 
the AMA National at Columbus, Dave 
Sehl, did not finish high to transfer 
either. 

Rice simply ran away from everybody 
to easily take the third heat, Steady 
Eddie Mulder put on a determined drive 
to finish second. Dave Hansen came in 
to get third. Lawwill and Brelsford ran 
together during the race but missed 
transferring to the Main as they finished 
fourth and fifth. 

The first heat for the Amateurs saw 
Tod Sloan lead from wire to wire for the 
win, Bill Morgan got up to finish second 
after passing Joe Soto on the fifth lap,

OK By AMA 


COLUMBUS, OHIO — With 203 copies of the new 750cc Triumph twin (basically a 
bored-out Bonneville) on U.S.A. highways, two of the machines were given a try at 
professional racing last weekend, Gary Nixon and Don Castro, attempted to qualify 
for Sunday’s Charity Newsies National in Ohio, butlacked enough preparation and had 
trouble with traction. This was the first attempt to race the bike, according to Pete 
Colman, director of the BSA-Triumph racing program, ‘‘It’s had good highway use 
and we've found it to have good torque and cruising ability, But, whether or not it can 
stand up in racing still remains to be seen,’’ Colman added, 


Indy In Mile 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO — Take the ‘‘tentative’’ off your AMA championship calendar, 
racing fans, Indianapolis is definitely in! The one-mile dirt track 20-lapper on 
Sept, 7 will sandwich in between the Nazareth, Pa, one-and-one-eighth miler Septem- 
ber 6th. 

Four mile or mile-plus dirt tracks will run within three weeks, with the Cham- 
pionship Trail turning from the Sedalia, Missouri state fairgrounds August 30 to 
Indy and Nazareth, then swinging to the coast for the fat 50-miler at Sacramento on 
September 13. This year Sacramento pays as much money and points as the super- 
biggies, Daytona, Talladega and Loudon, 

The Grand National Champion will probably be decidedat these high point milers, 
Besides winning the coveted #1 designation for the whole U.S., the Grand Champion 
gets gobs of money. 


750 Triples 


DUARTE, CALIF. — The factory-framed threes of the BSA-Triumph racing program 
are being refitted for the upcoming series of mile dirt track championships, says 
Pete Colman, director of the program, 

“Geometry is basically the same on the mile and road racing,’’ he explains, ‘‘ We 
are changing the geometry a little with 19-inch wide-rim wheels on front; and we can 
fit longer shocks if we need more ground clearnace, 

The biggest problem is the gas tank, it now appears, The triangulated road race 
tank is being replaced with a flat, wide job that the rider can lie down upon and really 
get out of the wind. 

Confident that ‘‘dependability will out,’’ Colman predicts that either the Triumph 
or the BSA 750cc three willpower the 1970 Grand Champion to the winner's platform. 

“Роп Castro’s Triumph 3 has 16 or 17 hundred hard racing miles on it, for 
example," Colman points out, ‘‘He practices on itfrom sun-up to sun-down and can't 
hurt it, With the 500's we used to have to say ‘take two laps of practice, no more.’’’ 

Jim Rice, currently battling Dick Mann for the national title, is Colman’s pick 
as the next probable champion, 





Editorial 


The American Motorcycle Association is due for remodeling, It was not designed 
to support the strain that vast numbers of motorcyclists exert upon it today. 

To support the motorcycle movement through this decade, AMA needs to separate 
the areas of its responsibility, in order to do a better job of filling specific needs, 
When the American Automobile Association was faced with problems similar to the 
AMA’s today, it created USAC to deal with racing matters, freeing the ‘‘Triple-A”’ 
to work for the general motorist membership, 

Out of AMA’s rib, as it were, form the American Motorcycle Racing Club, con- 
sisting of the Competition Congress, AMA racing administrators, racing manufacturer 
representatives and racing AMA memebers. 

The $2 AMA membership would then consist of road and trail riding and general 
enthusiast members, plus the racing fraternity who would be AMA members in order 
to hold membership in AMRC, This would assure that the activities of the racing 
wheels would not be out of mesh with the non-racing operation, 

Then invite nominations from all members for an AMA General Congress based 
upon one representative per 1000 members, This newCongress would elect a member 
of the Executive Boardand make ‘‘recommendations”’ to the administrative executives 
regarding the operation of the Association, much the same as the Competition Con- 
gress does now. It would also determine membership fees, subject to veto by the 
Executive Board, 

What this plan amounts to is giving more control of AMA to the people in whom 
and for whom it exists — $2 members. It goes the AAA plan one better by insuring 
continued coordination of racing and riding interests. 

Thanks primarily to its $2 members, the AMA is the world's largest national 
motorcycle association. The opportunities to achieve greatness for motorcycling 
have never before existed so abundantly as they do now. AMA needs to bring us 
devotees together where we can function at our various levels, On the basic frame- 
work of this proposed renovations, progress can be built.

Harley-Davidson's number one rider 
returned to Ascot action and swept the 
boards, Clocking the fastest lap in time 
trials this year with a roaring 22:92 was 
just the first of four runs for Mert that 
were to prove winners, 

The expected renewal duel between the 
Harley ace and Tom Rockwood never 
came off, A last minute switch found 
Tom with one of the newly approved 
Triumph 750cc engines that just did not 
seem to get the job done. 

Instead, it was Norton mounted Paul 
Conserriere who pushed the Champ in the 
heat race, trophy dash and main event, 
Passing Paul and his Harold Allison 
tuned Norton gave Mert all the competi- 
tion he wanted until the final few laps 
of the final, 

The last lap of the Expert Main found 
rookie Keith Mashburn and his Yamaha 
trying Conserriere for second and fail- 
ing after a near crash on the final turn. 

Earlier, on lap seven, Mel Lacher and 
Mashburn tangled on the North turn with 
Lacher going down and out of the race. 

It was a rough night for the “Kids”.

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In an attempt to keep areas open for 
the weekend-cyclists, three new motor- 


cycle parks are in the process of open- 
ing up for the public this month — and 
each appear to have bright futures. 

The three areas — Sea Breeze Motor- 
cycle Park (San Clemente), Bob Bailey's 
Cycle Land (Carson), and Indian Hills 
(Ventura Co,) — are forerunners of anew 
trend to cater to the non-racing families 
and street-bike riders, 

Sea Breeze, located on the north end 
of San Clemente just off the San Diego 
Freeway and the site of the Dirt Diggers 
All States Scrambles two weeks ago, is 
a hilly 300 acre park with a mile-and-a- 
quarter dirt track, 

The acceptance of the park by the local 
residents is great, says Lee Williams, 
the park director, But, since there area 
few homes near the track, the city offi- 
cials have allowed the park to open last 
Wednesday on a 90-day trial basis with 
a grand opening July 4. Fees of 50€ per 
person, $1 per minibike and $2 per bike 
are charged, 

If it is found after that time that the 
dust (which blows inland with an off- 
Shore breeze) and noise may be hinder- 
ance, another area will be selected. 

This area, according to Williams, will 
be on the eastern side of the freeway and 
will cover 700 acres, which would more 
than double the park's present size, 
This is something unique in the state, 
that is, testing one site and having an- 
other to fall back upon if it isn't ac- 
ceptable. 

Indian Hills does not have a similar 
back-up area, but park director Walt 
James, CRA President, apparently won’t 
need one for his 300 acre park, Located 
two miles from Interstate 5 on Highway 
126 coming out of Ventura, Indian Hills, 
open daily from 9 a.m, till after dark, 
is more than a mile from the nearest 
resident, 

There is no designated track for rac- 
ing, and park officials want to keep it 
that way. However, there will be two 
small tracks for minibikes to keep the 
children in one area for greater safety. 

Currently, the gates are open with no 
charge so that local riders can get ac- 
quainted with the park, but by the middle 
of the month fees will be charged for 
maintenance, etc., of the park. 

Indian Hills is almost strictly for 
groups which the prices reflect. Groups

We've got à column of sort of miscellaneous odds ‘n’ ends this week, but some of 
itis important, The Powder Puff Association's meetings are now on the third Thurs- 
day of each month at the Jackrabbit Club House, Women interested in racing are all 
welcomed and the club is not just concerned with only scrambler riders either.
